In the church here, we began the new year with a family potluck 
dinner. People brought their food along as they came for Sunday 
school and worship, and following we shared together our meal and 
fellowship time.

Our 
elder who was reelected, however, had served only three months 

as he was filling an unexpired term. One of the decisions of the 
meeting was to proceed as soon as possible with the building of a 
vestibule to the front of the church and adding some sort of a 

spire so as to make it look more like a church. Also, on the 
schedule for church repairs is a new aluminum roof. 

The, adult Sunday school class has been moving along at a limping 

and dying rate for some time. January 15th they held a party at 
which the situation was discussed at length end some radical changes 
planned. They planned first to drop the opening worship; second= 
ly, to meet over in the manse; thirdly, to serve coffee as they 

meet for discussion around a table; and fourth, to change the study 
material from the Christian Faith and Life series to the Christian 
Round Table series. Both series are from Crossroads magazine. As 
aresult of this, average attendance has doubled, and there is 
certainly a new life and enthusiasm in the group. 


We have held two of a series of discussion gatherings on Christian 
Beliefs. This began originally with plans for a series of communi~ 
cant's classes but changed it so as to try to interest all present 
members of the church. Attendance, however, has been disappoint= 
ingly small with an average of 4, so far. 


We missed our scheduled services at Willow one Sunday night. We 
left here at the usual time but had not gone far till we ran into 
a freezing rain. First, then, there was a delay of putting on 
chains as it got so slick we could not make hills without them. 
Then, there were stops to give assistance to other motorists in ; 
trouble, and finally we stopped, turned around and went home as it 
had gotten far past time for our service to begin and we still 

had a long ways to go at a slow, snail pace.

It is going to take a little longer thanorigi- 
nally scheduled as we have run into extra previously unseen jobs.
